ANKARA, Turkey (AP) - 
When the final spike is driven home some tim e this 
summer, 
work crews of Turkey and Iran will have 
com pleted a key segment of a rail linking London and 
Tehran. 
The 215-mile stretch crosses water and winds through 
some of the most rugged mountain country in the world. 
The area is inhabited by wild Kurdish tribesmen. 
The project took seven years and ran up a bill of about 
$80 million, lt was sponsored by the Central Treaty 
Organization -- CENTO -- to which Iran and Turkey 
belong, along with Pakistan, Britain and the United States. 
Through CENTO, the United States contributed $10.5 
million to Turkey and $8 million to Iran to assist in the 
project. 
CENTO Secretary - General Turgut Menemencioglu 
has hailed the rail project as a “ historic occasion," and 
both Turkey and Iran are planning elaborate opening 
ceremonies when the span is completed. Iran’s celebration 
will be linked to observancy of its 2,500th anniversary. 
The project has connected the Turkish railway system, 
which ran as far as Lake Van, to the Iranian system 's 
western term inal at Sharafkhaneh. It has been hailed as a 
brilliant engineering feat. 
In order to bypass the steep m ountains flanking Lake 


Van, Turkish engineers built a rail ferry from Tatvan at 
the western end of the lake to Van on the eastern shore. 
Two 270-foot ferries are equipped to carry either 15 
freight cars or nine passenger coaches the 50 miles across 
the lake in four hours. 
Work crews had to hack their way through steep rocky 
terrain plagued by fierce winds and biting cold to carve 
out the railbed running about 75 miles in Turkey and 85 
in Iran. 
Iranian engineers had to build 125 bridges along their 
section of the rail line, including the Towering Quotor 
span which stretches across a gorge 396 feet deep. The

feet long 
and cost 
$8 million 
to 
build. 
Experts 
believe 
that the Tatgan-Sharakhaneh 
Railway is the m ost difficult stretch in the system which 
could eventually lind London to the Far East. 
Work is also under wya, under CENTO sponsorship, to 
close a gap between the Iranian rail system ’s eastern 
terminal of Tazd and Zahedan on the Pakistan border, a 
distance 
of some

miles.

headquarters said no com pletion date has been set, 
however. 
Com pletion of the Yazd-Zahedan stretch would make 
it possible to travel by rail from London all the way to the 
Burmese border.

Since Françoise’s will only contained the 
month and year,” they concluded, “ and not the day, the will was 
not properly daced a* required.” 
“ Their argument us 
Hat as a crepe,” retaliated those in support 
of the will. “ For the will to have been dated ‘June, 1954,’ was as 
clear and specific as necessary. The omission of the day is only 
important if you are a disinherited relative.” 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you uphold the validity of 
the will despite the missing day?

Cornell said he and 
Vining had four or five Vodka drink« and 
Battle« had one beer. The men had been 
discussing their job Cornell said.

Centro Rail Project Nears Completion 


ANKARA, Turkey (AP) - 
When the final spike is driven home some time this 
summer, 
work crews of Turkey and Iran will have 
completed a key segment of a rail linking London and 
Tehran. 
The 215-mile stretch crosses water and winds through 
some of the most rugged mountain country in the world. 
The area is inhabited by wild Kurdish tribesmen. 
The project took seven years and ran up a bill of about 
$80 million, lt was sponsored by the Central Treaty 
Organization - CENTO -- to which Iran and Turkey 
belong, along with Pakistan, Britain and the United States. 
Through CENTO, the United States contributed $10.5 
million to Turkey and $8 million to Iran to assist in the 
project. 
CENTO Secretary - General Turgut Menemencioglu 
has hailed the rail project as a “ historic occasion,” and 
both Turkey and Iran are planning elaborate opening 
ceremonies when the span is completed. Iran’s celebration 
will be linked to observancy of its 2,500th anniversary. 
The project has connected the Turkish railway system, 
which ran as far as Lake Van, to the Iranian system’s 
western terminal at Sharafkhaneh. It has been hailed as a 
brilliant engineering feat. 
In order to bypass the steep mountains Hanking Lake 


Van, Turkish engineers built a rail ferry from Tatvan at 
the western end of the lake to Van on the eastern shore. 
Two 270-foot ferries are equipped to carry either 15 
freight cars or nine passenger coaches the 50 miles across 
the lake in four hours. 
Work crews had to hack their way through steep rocky 
terrain plagued by fierce winds and biting cold to carve 
out the railbed running about 75 miles in Turkey and 85 
in Iran. 
Iranian engineers had to build 125 bridges along their 
section of the rail line, including the Towering Quotor 
span which stretches across a gorge 396 feet deep. The

1,485 
feet 
long and cost 
$8 million 
to 
build. 
Experts 
believe 
that the Tatgan-Sharakhaneh 
Railway is the most difficult stretch in the system which 
could eventually lind London to the Far East. 
Work is also under wya, under CENTO sponsorship, to 
close a gap between the Iranian rail system’s eastern 
terminal of Tazd and Zahedan on the Pakistan border, a 
distance 
of some 
500 
miles.

headquarters said no completion date has been set, 
however. 
Completion of the Ya/d-Zahedan stretch would make 
it possible to travel by rail from London all the way to the 
Burmese border.

West Virginia's Secretary of 
State, John D. Rockefeller IV , 
will 
take 
part 
in

for Thursday (April 
22) in Washington for members 
o f Congress on legisation to ban 
strip mining across the nation. 


S T R IP M IN IN G - ripping off 
the earth’s face to extract coal -- 
is becoming Appalachia's most 
visible growth industry. Higher 
coal prices 
have resulted in a 
boom 
in 
strip 
mining. 
But 
conservationists charge that the 
methods are leaving a trail of 
denuded 
mountains, 
polluted 
streams, and roads battered by 
coal trucks. 
“ If we don’t strip, we don’t 
e a t , ” 
says 
a 
te le vi s io n 
commercial broadcast in West 
Virginia. 
Hut 
a 
state 
official 
counters 
hy 
declaring: 
“ West 
Virginia ... no longer can afford 
the 
terrible 
price 
of 
strip 
m ining." The battle between the 
m i n i n g 
i n t e r e s t s 
a n d 
conservationists already has been 
joined. Campaigns to ban strip 
mining have been cranked up in 
West Virginia and Kentucky and 
have spread to Congress. 
Unlike deep mining, stripping 
defaces the countryside. Huge 
earth shovels scoop deep holes in 
the mountains, then claw out 
the coal 
or bore it out with 
mammoth 
drills 
and 
augers. 
When 
it 
rains, 
subsoil 
and 
sediment fill up creeks. Hooding 
homes 
in 
the hollows below. 
After all 
the 
coal 
had 
been 
extracted, the operators move 
on - leaving a defaced land. 
U N T IL R E C E N T L Y , mines 
were closing because of a glut of 
coal, 
and 
strip 
mines 
were 
operated by only a few small 
concerns. Now, with a shortage 
o f coking coal for steel mills in 
the 
offing, 
bigger 
firms 
are 
taking a hand. R. P. Hindman, a 


vice president of Arco Steel, has 
said that the domestic coking 
coal supply is “ bordering on a 
national 
emergency.” 
A mine 
recently opened in West Virginia 
is producing more than a million 
tons o f strip-mined coal a year 
for export. 


The 
importance 
of 
strip 
mining to coal production can 
be gauged by the fact that last 
year, strip mining tonnage rose 
by 1 2 per cent across the nation. 
Output was 230,7 million tons, 
or nearly 40 per cent of total 
coal production. 


Strip mining is particularly 
attractive in areas such as West 
Virginia when1 years o f mining 
have 
left

With 
coal 
men 
saying 
strip 
mining is more economical, even 
road 
construction 
companies 
and groups of private investors 
with leased equipment have gone 
into the business. 
T H E S E R IO U S N E S S of the 


damage from uncontrolled strip 
mining was summarized by an 
Interior Department study made 
a few years ago. It found that 
3.2 million acres of land had 
been 
disturbed 
by 
stripping. 
Two-thirds of this had not been 
adequately reclaimed. “ What we 
have

wasteland o f vast proportions,”

Led

Rockefeller IV , conservationists 
persuaded the state legislature in 
March to enact a two-year ban 
on starting strip mines in the 22 
counties 
untouched 
by 
such 
iperations. 
A 
half-dozen bills 
have 
been 
introduced 
in 
Congress 
to ban strip mining 
throughout 
the 
country. 
The 
Nixon administration proposed 
egislation requiring the states to 
•nact 
strip mining regulations 
within two years.
